We, Yaron Kranz, Yoav Ophir, Hanan Shamir, and Yosi Yaeli, each residents and citizens of 
Israel, hereby declare as follows: 

1. We are the inventors of the subject matter described and claimed in the subject patent 
application, U.S. Serial No. 10/848,824 (hereinafter "the subject application"), filed on May 19, 
2004, and otherwise identified above, which claims the benefit of U.S. Provisional Application 
Serial No, 60/472,074, filed on May 20, 2003. 

2. We have read and understood the Office Action dated March 20, 2007, and a reference cited 
in the Office Action: U.S. Patent Application Publication US 2006/0238877 (hereinafter "the 
'877 publication"). Although not listed as inventors of the '877 publication, we invented certain 
subject matter disclosed but not claimed in the '877 publication. This subject matter was 
inserted into U.S. Provisional Application Serial No. 60/469,637, filed on May 12, 2003, which 
ultimately became the '877 publication, as an example of a specific eye tracker. 

3. We invented the subject matter disclosed in U.S. Patent Application Publication US 
2006/0238877 and relied on in the rejection. In particular, we invented the subject matter of

In particular, we invented the subject matter of 
FIGS. 13-18, which correspond to FIGS. 1-6 of the subject application, and corresponding text in 
paragraphs 0238 to 0298 of the '877 publication.

•877 publication are substantially identical to page 15, line 4 to page 35. line 6 of the subject 
application. The corresponding subject matter of the subject application (page 1 5, line 4 to page 
35, line 6; and FIGS. 1-6) was inserted into the '877 publication merely as an example of a 
specific eye tracker, and is attributed to our inventive activities. That is, we are the inventors of 
the subject matter disclosed in paragraphs 0238 to 0298, and FIGS. 1 3- 1 K of the '877 publication. 

4. We, the Yaron Kranz, Yoav Ophir, Hanan Shamir, and Yosi Yacli, further declare that all 
statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that all statements made upon
